Biſhop of DURHAM 
and Founder of Gretham — 


5 R OBERT de STICHEHILL, or srieniII * was bred a Monk 
in the Benedictine Monaſtery of Durham. Here by the violence 
of his temper and puerile behaviour, he is ſaid to have ſuffered diſgrace in 
his early Years. For on a certain Lordsday, this penance was enjoined 
him; he was ordered to fit alone by himſelf on a Stool in the middle of the 
Choir for his ſtubborn and refractory MiſconduR, that bluſhing for ſhame 
and repenting of his late ill conduct, he might reform and become a new 
Man. Inſtead of this, he took the Stool by the feet and threw it out of 
the Choir amongſt the People; moreover it is faid that he once thought of 
apoſtatizing and deſerting the Fraternity for ever, but whilſt he was en. : 
deavouring to paſs by the Croſs in the Nothern part of the Choir in the 
Night as it is ſaid.) He was admoniſhed by a Voice from Heaven to return 
and received a promiſe of che Dulopricks if he would perſevere i in his 
Monaſtick State,

Hence forward he bid farewell to his Levities and abundantly compen- 
ſated his former failings, by his future regularity and ſobriety. He made 
A great progreſs in his Studies, eſpecially of the Holy Scriptures, which 
much endeared him to the Prior and Convent, and was the occaſion of 
his riſeing in the Church. His Learning was admired by many, and his 
moral behaviour by more. He was the Son of a Prieſt, and conſequently 
incapable of receiving Orders; but a Brother Monk a great admirer of his 
Abilities named Henry de Hornca/tle afterwards Prior of Coldingham pro- 


cured a diſpenſation unkown to him. 


He was ſome Years Prior of Finkhall, a Cell near Durham, which office 
he managed very prudently and to the great content and ſatisfaction of the 
whole Convent. Malter de Kirkham Biſhop of Durham dying Auguſt the 
9. 1260 this Robert was his immediate Succeſſor to the Miter: Leave of 
Election being granted by the King on Auguſt the 28. 44. Henry II. 
(An. 1260, ) the Monks choſe him the 30 of September following, the 
King gave him reſtitution of the T emporalties the 5 of December and he 
was conſecrated by Godefrid Arch Biſhop of York at Southwell the 13 of 
February. He gave to the Prior and Convent MCCC. Acres of his wood 
Lands (de boſco ſuo) and granted them many other Favours. 


King Henry III. had ſeized upon all the Lands of Simon Mountford Earl = 


of Leiceſter, who had taken up Arms againſt him, and was {lain in the 
Battle of Eveſham the 4 of Auguſt 1265. Among other forfeited Eſtates 
of this great Rebel was the Manor of Gretham in the County of Durham 
which the King gave to his favourite Thomas Clare. But the Biſhop having 
jura regalia in his Palatinate challenged it, as due unto him, by the Earls 
Attainder, and at laſt recovered it from the Crown by Law However to 
make all ſafe and ſecure, Sir Peter de Mouniford (Grandſon I preſume of 
Simon de Mountford) made over all his Right and Title (if he had any) to 


this Manor, and to the Advowſcn of the Church here to Biſhop Robert, 
and confirmed his grant by a Charter,

The Biſhop being thus ſettled in the poſſeſſion of this confiſcated Manor 
by virtue of his Royal prerogative of jura Regalia and other legal Securi- 
ties ſoon determined in his own mind to erect an Hoſpital in the place. 
Accordingly ſome time- after he generouſly founded an Hoſpital, dedi- 


cated it to the Honor of God, the Bleſſed Virgin Mary and Saint Cuthbe: 


(that Goliah Saint of the North.) In this Hoſpital he placed a Maſter, 


five Prieſts, two Clerks and forty of the moſt indigent poor People in his 
Dioces. For their ſupport and maintenance he granted all the Manor with 
its appurtenances, the Advowſon of the Church thereof, to be converted 
to their own uſe and emolument. He likewiſe freed the ſaid Manor from 
all ſorts of Charges and Incumbrances whatſoever. 
Days indulgence to any Perſon that having confeſſed, and being contrite, 


He alſo granted forty 


ſhould make any charitableDonation to this Hoſpital. 
Hugh de Derlington Prior of Durham and the Convent approved and 


confirmed this Act of the Biſhop the 8 January 1272: He obliged the = 


Monks, that after they had profeſled before the Prior, they ſhould alſo do ; 


it to him, and receive from him his ſolemn Bleſſing. He made the Church 
at Howden belonging to the See of Durham a Collegiate Church, Pope 


Gregory IV. in the Month of May 1274 convened a Council at Lyons 


(Lugdunum) to which our Biſhop went, and on his return from thence, 
being taken very ill, died on the 4 of Auguſt 1274 at a Caſtle called 


 Arbypeyllis. He was 14 Years Biſhop, his Body was buried abroad i in a 
_ Monaſtery of the Benedictine Order, but his Heart was conveyed to 


England and ſent to Durham, and buried 1 in the e among 


his Predeceſſors. 
The Biſhops at chis time had no power to make a Will and thereby ; 


. freely to diſpoſe of the Corn growing and Goods they had in right of their 
Church, without a Licence from the King. 


The Executors of the deceaſed Biſhop, having put in Pledges to ſatisfy 
all che Debts owing to the King, he thereupon idued this Writ to the

5 IMO N de Montford Earl of Leiceſter in the time of King Henry 
4 III. aſſumed the ſupreme power which he held above a year, under 
the ſpecious character of miniſter, whilſt he had the king and prince Edward 
in his power, compelling him to put his hand and ſeal to every inſtrument 
he choſe to iſſue. During this period, Robert Stichill biſhop and Hugh de 
Darlington prior of Durham were ſummoned to rhe parliament held under 

his influence A. D. 1264. Prince Edward having ſoon after regained his 
liberty, and being joined by ſeveral of the moſt powerful barons, who were 
grown impatient of Leiceſter's tyranny and ambition, put an end to his au- 
thority at the battle at Eveſham, which was fought on the 4th of Augult 
1265, where he fell among the ſlain. 

At this time the earl of Leiceſter, or Peter de Montford his ſon, were poſ- 
ſeſſed of the manor of Greatham, within the palatinate of Durham, which 
by this rebellion, became forfeited. The king immediately ſeized the ſame, 
| believing, as he ſets forth in his grant after mentioned, that ſuch fortei- 
tures belonged to his crown within the liberties of Durham, equally with 
thoſe lying out of that juriſdiction; and he gave it to his favourite Thomas 
de Clare. The biſhop proſecuted his claim for this forfeited manor, as being 
the right of his See, where, under the jura regalia of his palatinate, he had 
a juſt title to all ſuch forfeited lands, and other things, as the king had in 
right of his crown in other parts of his realm. And the ſame being brought 
before the king's council, the king, by his letters patent to the biſhop, ſet- 
ting forth, that at the inſtance of him, and others his faithful ſubjects, and 
by the information of his council, he was given to underſtand, that he could 
not make ſuch grant, without doing wrong 10 the biſhop and his church, and 
injuring the aforeſaid liberty, in which he had jura regalia; and being induced 
at once to do ſtrict juſtice, and reſtore to the biſhop his right, he revoked 
the grant to Clare, and for him and his heirs willed and granted, that the 
biſhop ſhould do his pleaſure within the ſaid manor, and others the lands 
and tenements within his regality, forfeited, and to him eſcheated, as the 
king did with other lands forfeited to his crown; declaring, that ſuch before 
mentioned grant to Clare ſhould not be made a precedent, or the biſhop, or 
his ſucceſſors, or their liberty, ſhould be in any wiſe prejudiced thereby i in 
future. Theſe letters patent are dated from Stratford the 23d May, in the 5;ĩſt 
year of the king's . 1267. By the rehearſals in the before mentioned

royal letters patent, it is ſhewn, that Greatham was the eſtate of Peter 
Montford, and ſuch authority is preferable to the aſſertions of ſome authors, 
who fay, the forfeiture was derived from Simon earl of Leiceſter. It appears, 
that the biſhop to ſecure the title, purchaſed the claim of Peter de Montford, 
the ſon of Peter, which he confirmed by his grant. But what ſeems moſt 
ſingular 1s, that in the deed of foundation of the hoſpital after mentioned, 
the biſhop doth not ſet forth, that.he came to the manor by forfeiture, but. 
by the grant of Peter, Ex dono ſpecialis amici no/tri domini Petri de Monteforti 
& ad divini numinis cultum augmentandum, Oc, which tends to depreciate the 
dignity of the palatinate. If there was any legal doubt of the biſhop's not 
being fully inveſted with zura regalia within the wapentake of Sadberge, in 
which Greatham lies, then, to cure the defect, the grant from Peter the 
grandſon was a judicious meaſure, and it ſeems as if ſome ſuch doubt had 
then ariſen. The biſhop being quieted in this poſſeſſion, founded an hoſpital 
at Greatham, which he dedicated to God, the bleſſed Mary, and St Cuthbert, 
wherein he placed a maſter, five prieſts, two clerks, and forty indigent peo- 
ple; and for the maintenance thereof, granted the manor, with its appen- 
dages, together with the advowſon of the church, which he exempted from 
all charges. He alſo publiſhed an indulgence of forty days to ſuch as ſhould 
contribute thereto. Hugh prior of Durham, with his convent, approved 
and confirmed this act of the biſhop, under their chapter-ſeal, the 8 th of 

January 1272. -

There 1s much confuſion touching Greatham, from whom the Biſhop derived the Eſtates wherewith he 
_ endowed the Hoſpital. By the records above refered to, they are declared to come by forfeiture from Peter 
de Montford, and by the next Grant, it appears the Biſhop purchaſed them of Peter's Son. Wharton, in the 
Anglia Sacra p. 742 (quotes Rob. de Grayſtanes) and ſets forth, nam ipſam villam Epiſtopus emerat a quodam 
Bertramo cognomine, and in the liſts of Knights from Durham at the battle of Lewes in 1264, we find a Sir
